A New *'cc Bill. 


Speaker Yarian has introduce cl a bill 


to regulate fees and compensation for 
official and other services in the State 
of Nevada. It relates to the fees of 
'OlerK 'of the Supreme Court, County 
•Clerks and Recorders, only. 
It does 


juot refer to the Salary Act. but simply 
prescribes the fees 
which ahull be 


•charged for specified servicss by the 
officers named. 
It is generally con- 


ceded that the fees charged by Clerks 
of the Courts and County Recorders 
.are too outrageously high, and the 
•object of the bill is to reduce them. 
'5ClJe exorbitant" fees allowed 
county 


'o'f&oers led to the passage of the Salary 
Aist, but that does not entirely relieve 
the public, as the full amount is collect- 
ed by Clerks aiid Recorders since that 
•act went into force, -while before its pas- 
.sage the officers frequently made deduc- 
tions from the 'foes allowed by law 
which they admitted^were too high for 
the 
services 
rendered. Years ago, 


When money was much more plenty in 
Nevada than it is to-day, .Recorders, of. 
their own volition, reduced the fees for 
recording an ordinary mining deed to 
$2 50. 
Since the Salary Act went into 


force, the cost of recording a similar in- 
strument has been $3 50, as the law re- 
quires the officer to collect the full 
amount allowed for sucb service. The 
bill makes material redactions in court 
and other fees, and as it does not affect 
the officers, who are now paid a stipu- 
lated salary, it -will probably become a 
law -without opposition.

The most ex- 
traordinary part of the story, however, is 
that the hunter did not carry off the 
"silver man" with his "plumes of gold," 
as so much plunder, just as Alladin car- 
ried off his pockets full of diamonds 
from the cave when he discovered the 
wonderful lamp. The statement that 
the Idaho hunter left these treasures as 
he found them, gives a fictitious charac- 
ter to the narrative, and will induce 
most persons to consider it a trumped- 
up affair, entirely unworthy of credence.

CLAIM AGIO ST. 


Commissioner Dudley has written the 


following letter to a gentleman who 
wrote asking whether there was any 
real necessity for employing pension 
attorneys, and for a brief statement ol 
the methods used by dishonest attor- 
neys to swindle soldiers: 


DEPARTMENT OP THE INTEBIOB,

WASHINGTON, December 19, 1882. ( 


DEAF. SIB:—Your communication of 


the 14th inst. is at hand? You ask me 
two questions: First, "Is it absolutely 
necessary that an honest claimant for a 
pension should be represented by an 
agent? and second, "What are the prin- 
cipal devices by which dishonest agents 
fleece soldiers?" Iu response to the 
firstjqnestiou I should say that Sec. 4.74S 
of the Revised Statutes provides that 
the Commissioner of Pensions, on ap- 
plication being made tojhim in person 
or by letter by any claimant or appli- 
cant for pension, bounty land, or any 
other allowance required by law to be 
adjusted or paid by the Pension office, 
shall furnish to such person, free of all 
expense, all such printed instructions 
and forms as may be necessary iu es- 
tablishing and obtaining said claitn. I 
hand you herewith 
a copy of the 


pamphlet of laws and instructions issued 
in conformity with said law, and sent 
out on application or freely distributed 
on call. When the claim, properly filled 
op nnd executed, is filed, the receipt 
is acknowledged, the number of the 
claim given, and claimant notified that 
the same vritt be taken up iu its order. 
At Che same time an extract of said 
pamphlet is forwarded containing fall 
and complete instruction. 
Necessarily 


considerable delay occurs between the 
time of filing the claim and its being 
taken up in its order, which delay the 
claimant is advised to employ in pro- 
curing the necessary evidence. When 
the case is reached and it is taken up, 
if the evidence is nil in and sufficient 
the claim is settled at once. Otherwise 
the claimant is called upon for the par- 
ticular kind' of evidence required, and 
the circular calls are so worded that 
they can not bu misinterpreted or mis- 
understood by any oue. The evidence 
of record is obtained by the office di- 
rect, as is also the medical examination 
by the medical boards in different parts 
of the country. I^will only add that 
the services of an agent are most useful 
to the claimant when he devotes himself 
to the preparation of the required evi- 
dence immediately upon the filing ot 
the claim or before. 
An agent well 


posted in the law aud the requirements 
of this office cuu thus autioipate the 
call of the office and greatly shorten the 
time consumed in the adjudication of 
the claim, as well as save the office 
much labor. As to the absolute neces- 
sity of the intervention of aii ageut, 
each must judge for himself. 


In response to your second question, 


I would say that the criminal files of 
this office.show so many and various 
prosecutions against dishonest agents 
that I should be unable to classify and 
enumerate the different violations of 
law und the fievices used iu defrauding 
pensioners within the limits of snch a 
communication as this, but the princi- 
pal violations consist in -the collection, 
under snub guise or upon some pretext 
or another, of more than the fee allowed 
by law, the enforced collection of so 
ca'.led "expense fees''or "postage fees" 
in advance, addressing the calls of this 
office for medical examinations or other 
evidence- by • 'O; O; D." packages, the 
collection of fees in advance and'the 
abandonment of the claims as soon us 
in'<s' f8ef !Is '• ieo'erfed,' ntryeftisementu 
holding out inducements not warranted 


sy low, by which honest soldiers are 
e£ to prefer/ baseless claims, the only 
advantage in such xtasea befpg that 
whi<$aocr.ueB to the, agent, ^ho gets a 
fee.'

plum deal table without cloth of any 
kind, ate from tin pans and drank from 
tin cups. When Dr. Dawson' provided 
for the table at the Nevada institution a 
nice white cloth, and such cups, saucers 
and other ware as would be seen on the 
tables of the sane, some of the old Cali- 
fornia assistants thought it would not do. 
Bat it proved a good movement. The 
patients noticed the change at once, and 
as they chatted about it all wore smiling 
faces. They at once determined that 
they must be very careful of the fins 
new dishes, and so they have been to 
this day. They bieak no more dishes 
than would be broken by the same num- 
ber of sane persons. 


As regards the dishes and table-ware 


they watch one anothei pretty closely. 
When one happens to break a cnp or 
dish th'e others promptly rsbuke the 
offender and scold about such careless- 
ness. It is also the same as regards the 
white cloth. Let one soil it und the 
otbeis veiy quick! v call attention to tha 
fact.
